A Dixon man spent considerable 
tim e in investig ating the standing 
and prospect« of the Maxwell Briscoe 
Go. and made his report to an enthu­ 
siastic m eeting of business men last 
evening. The company is now operat­ 
ing turee factories, one in Detroit 
wnere auto parts are manufactured 
aud in which city Benjamin Briscoe, 
the head of the company , formerly 
lived.

Maxwell was the originator of the 
Olds machine and the Apperton. 


THE DIXON FACTORY, 
Not only will the Dixon factory be 
used for assembling machines for the 
western trade, but it is the intention 
of the company to manufacture auto­ 
mobile trucks and delivery wagons. 
While Mr. Briscoe would only put in 
the agreement that they would em­ 
ploy a minimum of 150 men he thinks 
it will be nearer 400. 
The fact that 
this is largely skilled labor means a 
great deal to Dixon as well as the fact 
that it is men—heads of fam ilies—who 
will be given employ ment.

The factory property is now 
owned by the Business Men’s associa*, 
tion and is valued at $5,000, so that 
the company is virtually receiving 
$15,000 from the citizens while it la 
only necessary to raise $10,000 in cash. 
The 
enthusiasm evidenced in the 
meeting last night cannot help but 
spread to the citizens at large, for the 
prospect is very bright. The com­ 
m ittee should not only have no diffi­ 
culty in raising this amount of money , 
but citizens who are interested tn the 
welfare of Dixon should make it a 
point to see members of this commit­ 
tee and extend to them the practical 
encouragement which is required.
